Clifford Tyree speaks out 


for Columbus 


“If you think education is 
expensive, try paying for 
ignorance,” Clifford Tyree, 
former Administrator of the 
Youth Services Bureau, 
commented. 

Education is something 
Tyree feels strongly about. So 
strongly, in fact, that he is serv- 
ing as one of the co-chairper- 
sons for Issue 2, Columbus 
Public Schools levy campaign. 

Issue 2 is a 7.94-mill operat- 
ing tevy that would provide 
Columbus Public Schools with 
$32 million of new revenues 
per year, and would meet the 
school district's present 
requirements while .providing 
for several:new programs 
through 1990. 

Tyree’s involvement with the 
Columbus.Public Schools 
spans thirty years, ever since 
he joined the Juvenile Court in 
1953. His work with young 
people convinced him that 
education is the best chance 
young Blacks have to “get out 
of the poverty trap.” 

Yet, like many Columbus res- 
idents, Tyree had some con- 
cerns about the school system 
and he thought hard about 
accepting a leadership role in 
the levy campaign. 

_ “When Superintendent Hyre 

approached me about serving 
as aco-chair, | was totally sur- 
prised.-| just hadn't expected it. 
| had some concerns which | 
discussed with the superin- 
tendent, and | also talked to 
other people in the Black 
community'to monitor their 
feelings about our schools,” 
Tyree said. « 

“After a few days, | decided 
that | was satisfied that the 
commitment to improve the 
quality of education had been 
made and | felt it was important 
that the special concerns of the 
Black community be repres- 
ented,” Tyree said. 

Recruiting Black Teachers 

Like many Blacks; Tyree was, 
concerned about the recruit- 
ment of Black teachers and 
administrators. 

“We don’t live in a single ‘all 
Black’ or ‘all white’ world, so it's 

* important that the school staff 
reflects this. Black teachers 
and administrators serve as 
role models for all children-- 
not just Blacks. 


“There's been a feeling 
among members of the Black 
community that the district 
doesn't do enough to attract 
Black teachers. That may have 
been true in the past, but the 
school district has made a 
commitment to actively recruit 
Black teachers,’’ Tyree 
explained. 

Tyree noted that Blacks 
account for nearly 21 percent 


of the teachers and administra- 
tors in the Columbus Public 
Schools today. 

Tyree feels that there are 
ways for members of the Black 
community to contribute to 
this effort. 

“The school system has 
made the commitment, but it’s 
incumbent upon our commun- 
ity to help out by encouraging 
Black teachers to look at 
Columbus Public Schools as a 
place of employment, and let-

ting the school. district know 
the whereabouts of good 
teachers,” Tyree added. 


Dealing With Drop-Outs 

Drop-outs are another con- 
cern of Cliff Tyree’s. 

“The best way for Blacks to 
get ahead is through educa- 
tion, so I'm going to worry 
about the drop-out rate until 
there are no drop-outs. How- 
ever, Columbus Public 
Schools has made a real effort 
to reduce the numbers of drop- 
outs. The rate among Black 
students is down to 1.4 per- 
cent. In fact, the drop-out rate 
for Columbus Public Schools 
is 2.1 percent--the lowest 
among urban school districts 
in the state.” 

Tyree rejects the notion that 
voting against Issue 2--or not 
voting at all--is an effective way 
to express concern about pub- 
lic education. 

“If a man has a quarrel with 
his wife, he doesn't quit his job 
and cease bringing home the 
paycheck,” Tyree said. 

“The same is true for the 
schools. If you've got a quarrel 
with the schools, it’s best.to say 
‘I'm going to give you the 


money, but I'm going to bird- — 


dog you every step of the way 
to make sure you do your job 
‘and are responsive to my 
needs.’ And that's what I'd do-- 
I'd be in there talking to the 
teachers and administrators 
and. letting them know what | 
think. After ali, if the schools 
don't have the money, they 
can't do the job,’’ Tyree 
continued. 


Progress or Problems 

Tyree also rejects the idea 
that people who don't have 
children don't have any reason 
to support Issue 2. 

“They live here, don’t they? 
This isn't an isolated society 
and nobody gets by for free. 
You're going to support our 
children one way or another 
somewhere down the pike. You 
can pay for education or you 
can pay for lost productivity or 
statistics in the court and on 
the welfare rolls. I'd rather pay 
the $8 or $10 or $12 a month for 
schools now than pay triple 
that amount to handle prob- 
lems later,” Tyree said. 

How does Clifford Tyree feel 
about the Columbus Public 
Schools today? 

“I'd say Columbus Public 
Schools are on the move. We're 
lucky to have a Superintendent 
who's willing to go out and talk 
to the people. He’s displayed a 
rare sensitivity and a genuine 
concern for education. There 
will always be room for 
improvement in any school 
system, but Columbus Public 
Schools has made a real com- 
mitment, to better educational 
opportunities for all children,” 
Tyree said. 

Tyree currently serves on the 
boards of directors of Upward- 
Bound, Catholic Social Servi- 
ces, and Denison University, 
Other volunteer commitments 
include Commission for Juve- 
nile Justice, the Advisory 
Board of the United Negro Col- 
lege Fund and the Program 
Committee for Franklin 
County Children’s Services.

Southside is now a haven for 
all types of diseases, brought 
into the area by the Georgia- 
Pacific Chemical plant, and 
residents are ill everyday.

Their fear and concern stem 
from findings of a community 


+ survey conducted by the 


Health Committee of the 
association. 

Area residents say they are 
‘scared straight’ by the 
increase in the cancer death 
rate_in the wake of chemical 
leaks on May 7, 1984 and Sept. 
26, 1985. 

Findings from a five-month 
health survey by the associa- 
tion showed that more than 
1000 residents reported cases 
of emphysema, congestion, 
bronchial asthma, upper respi- 
ratory problems, heart attacks, 
skin rashes, shortness of 
breath, watery eyes, dizziness, 
constant headache, and 
increase in cancer death rate in 
the area. 

About 16 months ago, some 
concerned citizens filed a $160 
million class-action lawsuit 
against Georgia-Pacific. The 
case is still pending in the U.S. 
District.Court, according to 
Attorney H. Lee Thompson, 
representing the group. 

Roberts Jones-Booth, 
chairperson for the Southside 
Community Action Associa- 
tion, cited several cases in 
which children and senior citi- 
zens in. the Southfield area 
have had frequent colds, 
shortness of breath, watery 
eyes, upset stomachs, and 
vomiting from drinking the tap 
water. 

“Most people in the area 
have throat problems, itchy 
eyes and ears, and some are 
under continued doctors’ 
care,” Booth said. 


“We don't know when the 
chemical plant is going to blow 
up. We live in fear everyday. 
You can see some liquid sub- 
stances settling on passing 
cars in the area,” Booth added. 

Booth said one of the find- 
ings in the survey showed that 
112 children were hospitalized 
for phenol poisoning in the 
wake of the chemiéaft leaks 
from the Georgia-Pacific resin 
plant. . 

Andy Norman, spokesper- 
son for the plant said: “We have 
not seen the results of their

In the 
study, he said, “we will be look- 
ing at the cancer death rate, 
and comparing it with the rest 
of the city.” 

Also, Myers added, “We are 
going to be comparing the 

' reproductive outcome on the 
Southside with the rest of the 
city.” 

“In that case,” he said, “we 
will be looking at the fetal 
deaths: birth defects and’ low 
birth weight of babies.” 

Myers explained that the 
water and soil samples taken 
from the Southside have been 
negative of phenol and formal- 
dehyde contents. 

Myers said if findings of 
further studies are positive,

then “we would try to find out 
what types of cancer, and try to 
determine what might be the 
cause of such an increase in 
the rate.” 

Herman Jefferson, evacua- 
tion chairperson for the South- 
side Community Action Asso- 
ciation, said: “We are trying to 
set up some kind of an evacua- 
tion plan in case of another 
chemical spill. We have relayed 
this plan to the Columbus 
health department officials.” 

Jefferson said the plan 
includes a warning signal that 
would alert residents whenever 
there is a spill. 

Some members of the Black 
community leadership, includ- 
ing pastors of area churches, 
flave raised eyebrows at the 
continued presence of Georgia- 
Pacific in the area. 

Rev. R.N. Simpson, pastor of 


Southfield Community Baptist 
Church, 1399 Augmont Ave., 
said: “Judging fromthe funeral - 
services that | have officiated at 
in about a year, about five peo- 
ple who are not members of my 
church died of cancer in the 
area.” 

Pastor Simpson said "We 
have had a dirty deal.all along 
with the Georgia-Pacific plant.

They are white because 
almost all --.indeed, almost 99 percent -- of the Reagan 
judicial-appointments are white -- a record of racism 
unsurpassed in the last 30 years. They are ultraconserva- 
tive, and wear their politics on their sleeves, because the 
judicial candidates must pass the scrutiny of the Reagan 
thought police before they Can eyen be considered for the 
bench. 


What is most frightening, however, is their callous disre- 
gard for the rights of those who are Black and poor. 
~ Sidney Fitzwater, a Texas attorney, was made a U.S. 
District Court Judge in Dallas over the objections of civil 
rights activists in that area and across the country. 


A more blatant case is that of Jefferson B. Sessions 3rd, 
who has been nominated for another federal judgeship. 
~ A Black former assistant to Sessions said that Sessions 
had made statements defending the Ku Klux Klan and cal- 
ling the NAACP and other civil rights groups un-American. 
Not since the 1930s, when the late Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Hugo Black was being questioned about his past ties to 
the Klan, has a judicial candidate been so closely tied to 
this abominable organization. That the president of the 
United States would make such an appointment says much 
about the president. 


That the Senate, which has 22 Republican members up 
for re-election, would seriously consider such an appoint- 
ment says much about the Senate, as well. 

The president should renounce his nomination of Ses- 
sions. And, the Senate should carefully examine the quali- 
fications of the men the president is nominating, to ensure 
that they have at least some measure of respect for the 
rights of those who are Black and poor.

Study group analyzes Black politics 


When the Joint Center for Politi- 
cal Studies (JCPS) talks, people 
listen. 

The JCPS, founded by its cur- 
rent presiderit, Eddie Williams, in 
1970, does research on issues 
involving Black politics. Its studies 
are read and referenced by politi- 
cal pundits and leaders of both 
parties. 

Arecent study, ‘on the 1984 elec- 
tion, provides some valuable 
insights into the phenomenal 
increase in Black political partici- 
pation in 1984. What the JCPS 
found also has troubling implica- 
tions for both political parties. 

The JCPS found, first and fore- 


“most, that Blacks had substan- 


tially increased their political par- 
ticipation, and involvement since 
that 62 


more interested in politics in 1984 
than in 1980, against 44 percent of 
the whites. Voter turnout in the 
general election increased by 5 
percentage points among Blacks 
that year, against only a .5 percent 
increase among whites. __. 

The candidacy of Jesse Jackson 
caused a substantial portion of 
that increase: for example, turnout 
in Black precincts for the Demo- 
cratic primary in states where

Jackson was on the ballot more 
than doubled across the country. 
One study cited in the report found 
that 67 percent of the Blacks sur- 
veyed who had registered to vote 
for the first time said the Jackson 
candidacy was the’basic reason. 
But such information is not 
necessarily a boon to Democrats. 
The survey found that the historic 
ties of Blacks to the Democratic 


party are strongest among older 
Blacks and weakest among 
ana ones. 
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‘cratic party, the study says, is 

“heavily influenced by liberal 
vaiues and ideology,” and less by 
either social class or historic 
bonds to the party. 

For Democrats, this could pres- 
ent some perplexing problems. 
_How will it effectively confront the

A bill hailed by its sponsor as 
“fair to all sides” on the issue of 
school annexation is expected 
to be approved by the House of 
Representatives on March 27, 
its sponsor says. But it will not 
be passed without the opposi- 
tion of two local legislators on 


exactly-opposite—-sides—of-the- 


issue 

The bill, HB 904, is spon- 
sored by State Rep. Mike. Stin- 
ziano (D-Columbus) with 
bipartisan support. Co- 
sponsors include, among oth- 
ers, Republicans Don Gilmore 
of Columbus and Russ Guerra 
of Dayton. 

According to Stinziano, the 
bill was prompted by the pas- 
sage in the Senate of SB 298, 
sponsored by Sen. Eugene 


Watts (R-Columbus), which .

on whether they would be 
annexed to the school system. 
‘The bill, which passed the 
Republican-dominated Senate 
20-11, was opposed by the 
NAACP. 

Although four bills on the 
subject of school annexation, 
including SB 298 has been 
introduced ‘in this legislative 
session, “none of the bills was 
a compromise, all of them 
pursued a position that leaned 
pretty heavily to ane side of the 
issue,'’ Stinziano said. 
Because, in Stinziano's words, 
“the House leadership has 
consistently maintained that a 
bill regarding school annexa- 
tion needed to be fair to both 
sides,” he introduced HB 904. 

The bill would guarantee the 
automatic future annexation of 
-any lands added to the school 
district; prohibit retroactive 
annexation, thus ensuring that 
students currently outside the 
Columbus Public Schools 
would remain in their present 
districts; and requires the dis- 
tricts to reallocate revenues 
generated by some commer- 
cial and industrial develop- 
ment in the affected areas. 

Stinziano is proposing tax 
amendments to his‘bill, which 
would clarify his intent. The 
amendments would: 

--limit the affect of the bill to 
the six major school districts 
and their suburbs--Columbus, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Dayton, 
Akron and Toledo; 

--extends the terms of the 
revenue-sharing agreement to 
all néW commercial and indus- 
trial development if the 
affected areas; 

--reguires that all commer- 
cial and industrial develop- 
ment be included in the 
revenue-sharing agreement, 
not (asin the current proposal) 
only those properties worth $1 
million or more; 

--requires adjustment of the 
state’s school foundation for- 
mula to account for the affect 
of the financial transfers 
between the districts; 

--clarifies that current 
revenue-sharing agreements, 
such as those in placein Parma 
and Worthington, are not

--permits the city schoordis- 
trict to annex properties that 
do not-about the schoo! dis- 
trict, thus giving greater free- 
dom for expansion. 

In order to expedite passage 
of the bill, Stinziano says that 
he is expecting it to be 
amended into the Watts legis- 
jJation, SB 298. and passed. The 
Senate and House are ex- 


pected to confer over the bill's _ 


changes. 

Stinziano is hopeful that the 
House-Senate committee 
waits until the area superin- 
tendents develop a revenue- 
sharing plan, which can be 
amended into the measureand 
passed. 

“| would hope that the issue 
would be resolved before the 
legislature recesses for the 
summer,'' Stinziano said. 
“We've been at this for 10 years 
now, and I'm hopeful we can 
wrap it up this spring.” 

Although he had conversa- 
tions regarding the bill with 
State Rep. Ray Miller (D- 
Columbus), Stinziano said that 
he did not get input from State 


-Rep. Otto Beatty of Columbus, 


who also had proposed legisla- 
tion on the issue. 

“None of the sponsors of any 
of the previous bills were con- 
tacted,’"Stinziano said. “House 
Bill 904 is my best, effort at 
accomplishing a compromise, 
knowing the points of view of 
all the parties involved.” 

Beatty said of the bill, “I don't 
like it,” arguing that Stinziano 
had “given away the ship.” 
Beatty was pushing for the 
House Education Committee 
to hold hearings on his bill, HB 
628, which would require a 
vote of residents in both 
Columbus and the particular 
school districts before an 
annexation. would be ap- 
proved. Beatty's bill would also 
incorporate formula for shar- 
ing the revenues of commer- 
cial and industrial land which 
was more generous to the big- 
city school systems than to 
their suburban counterparts.

ren have died and suffered for 
the cause of freedom. 


Despite the conditions of life . 


under apartheid and the 
repression. of political activity 
Nelson and Winnie Mandela 
had the courage to defy and 
challenge the system. 

The fitm provides us the 
opportunity to follow their lives 
- as seen through Winnie's 
perspective. Married in 1958, 
Nelson was involved in peace- 
ful means to bring about free- 
dom. His tactics changed in 
1961 - to which he said “The 
time comes in the life of any 
nation when there remains 
only two choices: submit or 
fight.”". Nelson was under- 
ground at the time. In August 
1962 he was captured with the 
help of an informer and even- 
tually sentenced to life in pri- 
son, where he remains today a 
quarter of a century later still 
writing love letters to Winnie. 

Unable to interview Nelson, 
the filmakers use old photos 
and available footage to give

Atlanta, GA was once declared the seat of 
black culture in the United States, for there 
are six black institutions of higher learning in 
the city, some of which were established 
before 1885. 

Following the end of the Civil War, blacks 
gradually moved from the country to the cities. 
Although slavery was officially ended, anti-- 
black feelings were rampant, practically for- 
cing blacks to establish their own. 

Thus, black businesses came into being, 
forming a basis for the cultural enrichment of 
the black community. While here was a great 


migration to the north in the years prior to the _ 


Great Depression, black entrepreneurs in 
places like Atlanta where showing the way. 

Today, Atlanta, and indeed the State of 
Georgia, have become a place rich in our

Arriving in Atlanta by air brings you into 
Hartsfield International Airport, which current-

Over the._past few months, much attention 
has been focused on the Martin Luther King 
National Historical Site, and indeed it has 
blossomed into one of the top tourist attrac- 
tions in the city. 

The site was established by Congress to 
commemorate the life and work of Dr. Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr., find includes the Sweet 
Auburn neighborhood in which both Dr. King 
and the civil rights movement were nurtured. 

Central in the area, is the birth home of Dr. 
King, as well as the Ebenezer Baptist Church 
and the King Center for Non - Violent Social 
Change. 

Most of the buildings in the area are in- 
habited, many by low income families, and the 
preservation is being facilitated to maintain 
the neighborhood just as it was during the 


beginning struggle for civil rights.

street, Peachtree Rd. to find your way around 
downtown Atlanta. Actually, there are 32 
other streets in Atlanta which have the name 
Peachtree in them, but this’ major 
thoroughfare is the heart of the business — 
and the play area of town. 

Dining out can be a surprisingly delicious 
experience, for despite being in the South 
where one might expect to find such delicacies 
as collard greens or grits ‘n gravy prominent- 
ly mentioned on menus — such is not the case. 

Case in point, the Savannah Fish Stew 
restaurant, located on — where else, 
Peachtree Rd., features fresh - caught 
seafood, including such things as Baby Boston 
Scrod, Yellow Tail Flounder, Grouper -and 
scads more. “ 

Kinda liked the way the menu listed the cat- 
ches of the day, for ifthe fish is not available, 
they simply stamp over its name on the menu, 
“didn't bite.” 

Then, over in the district of town in which 
the various colleges are located is a black - 
owned restaurant known simply as Sun Run- 
ners Food Factory. The food here has a Carib- 
bean cast, with all fresh materials used in the 
preparation. 

Located on Ashby St, the restaurant, which 
also carries health food products, features live 
music on weekends. The quality of the food 
was indicated by the huge lunchtime crowd on 
hand during our visit. The makeup of the lun- 
chers was completely interracial. 

Live theatre is represented by the JustUs 
Theatre, headed up by Byron C. Saunders, who 
came to Atlanta from Washington, D.C., and 
celebrates 10 years of bringing live theatre to 
the area. One of the highlights of last season, 
was bringing in the road company of “Bubbl- 
ing Brown Sugar.” : 

History buffs find Atlanta a veritable gold 
mine, for the entire metropolitan area reeks 
with preserved historical tidbits. For example, 
the Herndon Home is a memorial to the 
founder of the Atlanta Life tnsurance Co., 
Alonzo Franklin Herndon. 


The 15-room manse, built mainly by black 
contractors, contains the original furnishings, 
and is a part of the Atlanta University Center 
Historic District. 

It-is impossible to see all of the notable 
spots in the city in a short visit. Although the 
city is replete with history of vital interest to 
the black community, it is also a repository of 
memorabilia of the Civil War. 

Cyclorama depicts the Battle of Atlanta in 
its painting - in - the - round. Viewing is from 
a revolving platform, complete with narration

Scores of metropolitan areas will ex- 
perience significant population increases by 
the end of the century, an analysis by the 
Department of Commerce reveals. According 
to The Environmental Fund (TEF), 82 of the 
nation’s 313 metropolitan statistical areas can 
expect to have a 25 percent or more increase 
in official residents by the year 2000. 

Of these major areas, 29 are facing popula- 
tion gains of 40 percent or more, some 
reaching as high as 75 percent or almost dou- 
ble their current rate.

However, 
with the surge of white wives into the labor 
force (possibly due more to economic oppor- 
tunity than morals), there were more double- 
earning families among whites (56 percent) 
than blacks (43 percent) by 1983. 


“Middle class (income) families consist 
predominantly of married couples. While 
three-fifths (57 percent) of all black families 
in 1979 comprised couples, eight out of ten (82 
percent) middle-income black families con- 
sisted of two parents. Consequently, while two 
fifths (37 percent) of all black families are 
headed by women, only 13 percent (or 
232,000) of middle income black families are 
female headed. Four out of five (78 percent) 
black women heading middle-income families 
(i.e. with incomes of $20,000 and over in 1979) 
are in the labor force, In contrast, only 4 per- 
cent of white middle income families are 
headed hy women. And only two-thirds of 
those middle class (income) white women are 
in the labor force.”
